A new poll shows NDP 
support dropping sharply, 
putting the party neck and 
neck with the Liberals. 

The poll, conducted by 
Corporate Research Asso¬ 
ciates, found only 37 per 
cent of respondents would 
vote for the NDP if an elec¬ 
tion were held today — 
down from 53 per cent in 
November and 46 per cent 
in February. 


The latest figure is also 
only two per cent more 
than the Grits, who came 
in at 35 per cent. 

CRA president Don Mills 
said with the recent HST 
hike and the aftershocks 
of the MLA expense scan¬ 
dal, he was expecting the 
NDP to take a hit. 

“The issues that were 
dealt with in the last three 
months, the MLA expense 
being prime among them, 
plus the budget, the gov¬ 
ernment was going to take 
some hit in terms of their

popularity,” he said. 

“I think the thing that 
is probably surprising to a 
lot of people is just how 
much of a hit they have 
taken.”

Overall, more respon¬ 
dents are preferring the 
Liberals’ Stephen McNeil 
to be the next premier.

Both Dexter and McNeil 
refused to comment on 
the poll. 

“Polls go up and down, 
and I don’t comment on 
them,” Dexter said. “It’s 
just a fact of life.” 


Munroe to 
review HRM's 
procurement

city Not to be outdone by 
the province, HRM’s audi¬ 
tor general is going to in¬ 
vestigate the municipali¬ 
ty’s procurement policies. 

The AG’s office posted a 
2010-11 work plan on its 
website Thursday. One of 
the items suggests the pro¬ 
curement system the city 
uses to employ contractors 
and other services needs 
to be reviewed. 

In his report, AG Larry 
Munroe said his office re¬ 
ceived several complaints 
regarding procurement. 

“Anecdotal evidence sug¬ 
gests the system may not 
be operating in a manner 
which contains the level 
of independence required 
to ensure the highest val¬ 
ue for money and fairness 
to all vendors.” 

Mayor Peter Kelly said 
council received compl¬ 
aints and forwarded them 
to Munroe. “We did have 
complaints in terms of the 
approach taken and the 
evaluation criteria,” said 
Kelly. He added that coun¬ 
cil will support Munroe 
with whatever he needs to 
make sure the procure¬ 
ment process is unencum¬ 
bered and transparent 

“I’d like to see it 
reviewed,” said Dartmouth 
Centre Coun. Gloria

“We didn’t have the in¬ 
formation at the time. Peo¬ 
ple come forward with 
things and there’s no way 
we could have had this be¬ 
fore,” Lapointe said. 

He added there’s always 
a chance another case may 
be sent to police but it’s 
unlikely. 

Lapointe’s office re¬ 
viewed the evidence before 
passing it on to the RCMP. 

Speaker Charlie Parker 
told the CBC Thursday a 
private citizen filed the ini¬ 
tial complaint with his of¬ 
fice, and it was then passed 
on to Lapointe. 

One current and four 
former MLAs are being in¬ 
vestigated for possible 
fraud because of the ex¬ 
pense scandal. All three 
parties insist none of their 
sitting MLAs are being in¬ 
vestigated.

Trevor Zinclc will not com¬ 
ment. 

Liberal Kelly Regan re¬ 
cently told the CBC she 
was asked questions about 
MLA Len Goucher, who 
held the Bedford-Birch 
Cove seat before her. 

Since the scandal broke 
in February, two MLAs — 
Progressive Conservative 
Richard Hurlburt and Lib¬ 
eral Dave Wilson — have 
stepped down.

Premier defends decision to hold 
back business docs from auditor 


politics Premier Darrell 
Dexter stood by his govern¬ 
ment’s decision to tem¬ 
porarily withhold docu¬ 
ments from the province’s 
auditor general Thursday. 

Dexter told reporters the 
government made the 
right decision by withhold¬ 
ing documents required by 
auditor general Jacques La¬ 
pointe to complete his re¬ 
view on Nova Scotia Busi¬ 
ness Inc. and the Industrial 
Expansion Fund. 

“I think the position is 
the right one,” he said. 
“We have said we think 
you’re entitled to these 
documents, we believe 
that there are safeguards 
that need to be put in 
place, and we are going to 
... bring forward legislation 
in order to protect the gov¬ 
ernment and then release 
the documents.” 

The NDP was the target 
of harsh rebukes from La¬ 


pointe after they withheld 
281 documents relating to 
NSBI and the IEF, citing so¬ 
licitor-client privilege or 
the confidentiality of cabi¬ 
net documents. 

On Oct. 30, Lapointe 
wrote the premier directly 
to ask for aid in getting the 
documents. Some time lat¬ 
er, Lapointe was informed 
by the clerk of the execu¬ 
tive council — the 
province’s top bureaucrat 
— that he would not turn 
over the information. 

Finance Minister Gra¬ 
ham Steele said Wednes¬ 
day there was no instruc¬ 
tion from cabinet to with¬ 
hold the documents. 

But Dexter admitted 
Thursday the clerk was giv¬ 
en instruction to withhold 
the documents — in keep¬ 
ing with government poli¬ 
cy. 

“When I handed off the 
letter, it was to say there’s 


a process already under¬ 
way, complete the 
process,” he said. “That’s 
an instruction.” 

While in opposition, the 
NDP railed against govern¬ 
ment secrecy and with¬ 
holding documents from 
the auditor general’s of¬ 
fice. 

Dexter denied charges of 
hypocrisy, saying the gov¬ 
ernment is not so much 
withholding documents, 
as it is delaying their re¬ 
lease. 

“We are, in fact, provid¬ 
ing an avenue for these 
documents to be pro¬ 
duced,” he said. 

“There are necessary 
safeguards that need to be 
put in place ... and in my 
view, this is a process 
where we and the auditor 
general get to the same 
place.”

No provincial 
funding for 
concerts: Dexter 

common Premier Darrell 
Dexter says the province 
hasn’t been approached 
for funding for this 
summer’s concerts on the 
Halifax Common, and it 
doesn’t intend to provide 
any. 

“There have been no ne¬ 
gotiations around any con¬ 
certs, and we haven’t put 
any money into them, no,” 
he said Thursday. “I don’t 
even think we’ve been ap¬ 
proached on these 
(concerts), so the answer is 
no.” 

The provincial 
government under Rodney 
MacDonald paid $600,000 
to assist promoter Harold 
MacKay to stage last year’s 
Paul McCartney concert 
on the Common. The 
province offered MacKay a 
$3.5-million guarantee to 
cover McCartney’s fees, 
but MacKay found the 
money through ticket 
sales. 

This summer will 
feature two-day concerts 
on Halifax’s North 
Common — Halifax Rocks 
July 23-24, and Country 
Roclcfest Aug. 6-7. Halifax 
Rocks will feature groups 
of disparate genres — Kid 
Rock, the Counting Crows, 
Weezer, and the Black 
Eyed Peas. Alan Jackson 
will headline Country 
Roclcfest. 

Dexter said the NDP 
would consider funding 
concerts in the future, as¬ 
suming there was an eco¬ 
nomic argument for doing 
so. 

“We would consider 
things on a case-by-case 
basis if there was some 
kind of a tangible benefit 
to it,” he said.

“Probably the most 
damning criticism we can 
get from visitors is when 
people arrive with their 
young children they say, 
‘Eve been here before and I 
remember it looked just 
like this when I was his 
age,”’ Ewing said. 

So museum staff are re¬ 
freshing the exhibits now, 
and over the next few 
years. 

Ewing said they took a 
storage room and put in 
big windows to convert it 
into a visible working lab. 

“So visitors to the muse¬ 
um can watch staff doing 
some of the behind-the- 
scenes work ... One day it 
could be people working 
on insects and another day 


it could be somebody do¬ 
ing conservation work on 
Mi’qmaq baskets.” 

The temporary exhibit 
gallery is home to snakes, 
scorpions and other crit¬ 
ters with Ray’s Reptile 
Zoo for the summer. But 
come the fall, it will be 
turned into a unique, per¬ 
manent exhibit called Ne- 
tulculimlc. 

“It’s going to be some¬ 
thing different to the mu¬ 
seum world ... It’s creat¬ 
ing a new way for visitors 
to interact with the muse¬ 


um experience,” Ewing 
said. 

Netulculimk is a Mi’q¬ 
maq word meaning a dif¬ 
ferent way of looking at 
the world and connecting 
with nature. 

“What was once an 
empty gallery is going to 
be filled with trees, which 
is kind of an indoor forest 
experience.” 

The Museum of Natural 
History, which receives 
between 95,000 to 98,000 
visitors a year, is offering 
free admission Friday.

To borrow a cliche: the 
kids are all right. 

Ten Nova Scotia students 
between grades 4 and 12, 
including four from HRM, 
were recognized at 
Province House on Thurs¬ 
day at the Premier’s Power 
of Positive Change awards 
for their work in the com¬ 
munity. 

“I feel pretty proud. I 
mean, I’ve had my strug¬ 
gles, but I’m proud to say 
that I’ve accomplished 
this,” said Spencer MacKay, 
a Grade 7 student at Park 
West School in Halifax. 

Despite being confined 
to a wheelchair, he helped 
teach his best friend Eng¬ 
lish, assists with the IWK’s 
Telethon and works at a lo¬ 
cal food bank. 

“It was hard sometimes, 
to get my mom to drive me 
and everything, but you 
know, other than that, I’ve 
had a pretty good time of 
it,” said MacKay, who 
hopes to go from his 
wheelchair to a director’s 
chair in TV or film. 

“It’s really surreal,” said 
award recipient Nam Ong, 
who is graduating from 
Citadel High School this 
year and plans to attend 
the University of Guelph in 
the fall for veterinary med¬ 
icine. 

“We’re doing all this 
stuff, we’re being reward¬ 
ed, but we’re not doing it 
because we want to be re¬ 
warded.” 

Ong left Vietnam for 
Halifax three years ago, 
and noticed that new and 
foreign students were 
struggling to fit in. 

She created the Citadel 
Cultural Connection Com¬ 
mittee, which organizes 
events like talent shows 
and food festivals to bring 
together all students, 
Canadian and foreign 


alike. 

“Being a newcomer, I 
can really relate to other 
students who are coming 
in, and that’s what I’m re¬ 
ally passionate about,” she 
said. 

“When a young person 
finds what they’re truly 
passionate about, if they 
want to make a difference, 
if they want to be the 


change, that’s when they’ll 
start to care.”

Feds launch $35B, 30 -year shipbuilding plan 

Agreements to be made within two years to build 28 large vessels, 100 smaller ships: MacKay 


The federal government 
has outlined a new 
shipbuilding strategy that 
will cost at least $35 
billion and take 30 years 
to complete. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay says he expects to 
sign agreements with two 
shipyards within two years 
to build 28 large vessels 
and 100 smaller ships for 
the navy and coast guard. 

“This is, indeed, an his¬ 
toric moment for Cana¬ 
da,” MacKay told a de¬ 
fence industry trade show 


on Thursday. “The nation¬ 
al shipbuilding procure¬ 
ment strategy is a major 
step forward.” 

The program will 
produce equipment 
that is essential to 
the Canadian 

Forces, he said. 

Two shipyards will 
be chosen “through 
a fair, transparent, MacKay 
competitive process 
to build the large vessels 
required by the coast 
guard and navy. 

“We expect to have 



signed agreements with 
these shipyards within two 
years, which should clear 
the way toward con¬ 
tracts for large-vessel 
projects that the 
navy desperately 
needs,” he said. 

“However, what’s 
even more important 
is that the strategy 
will be making avail¬ 
able equipment that 
is essential to the Canadian 
Armed Forces.” 

Several high-profile ship- 
replacement programs for 


both the navy and coast 
guard have been sidelined 
because cost estimates have 
come in far above what the 
Conservative government 
was willing to pay. 

Federal officials have 
tried over the last year to 
get the country’s notori¬ 
ously competitive ship¬ 
yards to agree on sharing 
the construction. 

MacKay has often been 
quoted as saying there 
was more than enough 
work to go around.

PM ridicules ‘losers’

“Losers” don’t form 
governments.

Tory minister uses 
Twitter to defend 
new copyright bill 


technology The uproar 
over digital locks on 
movies, music and games 
saw Canada’s industry 
minister take to Twitter on 
Thursday in defence of his 
proposed legislation. 

While the bill gives peo¬ 
ple new rights, such as 
legally copying a CD to a 
MP3 player, Internet ex¬ 
perts point out it also puts 
the brakes on ripping a CD 
if it’s digitally locked. 

The legislation, tabled 
Wednesday, allows compa¬ 
nies to seek damages be¬ 
tween $100 and $5,000 
from people who break 
digital locks to copy mate¬ 
rial like video games, films 
and music. 

The critics fired their 
concerns at Industry Minis¬ 
ter Tony Clement on Twit¬ 
ter and the minister re¬ 
sponded, even to some 
harsh criticism. 

“Sold Canadians out to 
big U.S. lobby. I hope you 
enjoy seeing millions of 
Cans (Canadians) fined,” 
read one tweet, which 
Clement labelled “the 
bad.” 

When asked if people 
can still rip CDs for their 
iTunes, Clement tweeted: 
“yup.”

“Really impressed with 
the way that Tony Clement 
is using Twitter to directly 
discuss proposed copyright 
leg (legislation). Human, 
respectful, real,” wrote 
one. 

Earlier in the day 
Clement took questions 
from the media, and said 
the new copyright legisla¬ 
tion is neutral on the issue 
of locks, so it’s up to the 
creators of CDs and DVDs 
to issue them. 

“There’s no one size fits 
all,” Clement said. 

“If the industry has de¬ 
cided that their business 
model is such that they 
need to have the digital 
lock, they have the right to 
protect that digital lock 
from hacking.”

Prime digital real estate 

Companies paying premium rates to get ads on tablet publications 


Good news for the news 
business: Companies are 
paying newspapers and 
magazines up to five 
times as much to place 
ads in their iPad applica¬ 
tions as what similar ad¬ 
vertising costs on regular 
web sites. 

This doesn’t mean Ap¬ 
ple’s tablet computer will 
live up to its hype as a po¬ 
tential lifeline for the me¬ 
dia industry. Online ads 
still generate a small frac¬ 
tion of news companies’ 
advertising revenue, and 
it’s an open question 
whether print ads will re¬ 
turn to what they totalled 
before the recession. 

But early evidence sug¬ 
gests the iPad is at least of¬ 
fering publishers a way to 
get more money out of ad¬ 
vertisers. That bolsters the

hope that portable touch¬ 
screen computers could 
start turning the econom¬ 
ics of digital advertising in 
publishers’ favour. 

Still, a lot will need to go 
right for publishers before 
the iPad and imitator tablet 
computers become a signif¬ 


icant source of income. 

For one thing, media ap¬ 
plications will have to be 
compelling enough to keep 
people engaged for longer 
periods. That’s especially 
true if a publisher wants to 
charge for a news app, be¬ 
cause free articles on the 
web are just a few taps 
away on the iPad’s browser. 
Expect media companies to 
hold back more material 
from their free websites 
and offer it exclusively in 
tablet apps. 

Also, tablet computers 
will have to get into many 
more readers’ hands — but 
without becoming so mun¬ 
dane that advertisers are 
no longer willing to pay a 
premium for what now is 
rarefied space. 

There are many reasons 
publishers don’t make as 


much online as in print. 
While newspapers and 
magazines offer a limited 
supply of ad space — the 
number of pages they pub¬ 
lish — space online is virtu¬ 
ally limitless. Advertisers 
that don’t want to pay full 
price can give their money 
to online ad networks, 
which get discounted rates 
on slots that publishers 
can’t sell on their own. 

In iPad applications such 
as USA Today’s, there is a fi¬ 
nite amount of space and 
no ad networks are in the 
mix. And the app gives ad¬ 
vertisers new possibilities. 
A reader can click on 
Courtyard by Marriott’s 
USA Today ad and then 
with a flick of a finger 
scroll through images of 
the hotels’ updated lobby

China introduces new tax to

The five per cent tax in 
oil-rich Xinjiang, imposed 
Tuesday, is part of a devel¬ 
opment plan for the 
desert region, where eth¬ 
nic tensions ex¬ 
ploded into riot¬ 
ing last July 
that killed 
nearly 200 peo¬ 
ple. Beijing 

says that after a 
trial there, the tax 
will be applied na¬ 
tionwide. 

Minority areas such as 
Xinjiang and Tibet are 
among China’s poorest de¬ 


spite producing a large 
share of its oil, gas and 
minerals. A key source of 
anti-Chinese anger is com¬ 
plaints by local residents 
that they get little of the 
wealth extracted by gov¬ 
ernment companies, most 
of which flows to distant 
Beijing. 

There has been no word 
on how the tax might ap¬ 
ply to copper and gold 
mining in mineral-rich Ti¬ 
bet.

broadcasting Canada’s fed¬ 
eral regulator says commer¬ 
cial radio stations generally 
produced lower revenues 
and profits in 2009, though 
French-language FM sta¬ 
tions bucked the trend. 

The Canadian Radio-tele- 
vision and Telecommunica¬ 
tions Commission said 
Thursday that overall prof¬ 
its tumbled to $272 million 
from $334.9 million in 


2008. 

At English FM radio, prof¬ 
its were $234.1 million, a 
drop from $299.9 million in 
the previous year. 

But French FM radio’s 
profits rose to $35.4 mil¬ 
lion from $33.3 million. 

Revenues fell 5.2 per cent 
to $1.5 billion in the year 
ended Aug. 31, 2009. 

English-language FM ra¬ 
dio revenues were down 5.8 


per cent to just less than $1 
billion, while French-lan¬ 
guage FM radio reported 
slightly higher revenues of 
$227 million. AM station 
revenues were down 7.4 
per cent to just more than 
$300 million. 

Stations classified as “eth¬ 
nic” reported revenues that 
dropped 1.1 per cent to 
$38.8 million.

‘Don't forget about the people of Chad’

I have been to Chad 13 
times. What brings me 
back — again and again — 
is the warmth and re¬ 
silience of the people de¬ 
spite living in one of the 
world’s poorest and con¬ 
flict torn countries. They 
always tell me: “Don’t for¬ 
get about us here in 
Chad,” and I always re¬ 
spond, “I won’t. I prom¬ 
ise.” 

My most recent trip to 
Chad was in March with 
UNICEF, where I visited 
Mao, a sand-swept town in 


the Kanem region in the 
far west of the country. It 
is the most desolate and 
powerfully beautiful place 
I have ever seen. There are 
no roads here. Homes are 
constructed of bricks 
made of sand and dung. 
The people are herders, 
farmers and traders. 

But the rainfall last year 
was barely one-third of 
what it once was and the 
sands of the Sahel have 
been moving relentlessly 
over the parched Kanem 
region. With drought 
came the failure of the 
crops. The food stocks are 
gone. The camels are dy¬ 
ing. But the real horror is 
that the children of Mao 
are at risk of dying, too. 


Approximately two mil¬ 
lion people in Chad are in 
need of food aid — but 
support is falling short. 
Last month, the United 
Nations Food and Agricul¬ 
ture Organization (FAO) 
sounded the alarm, saying 
that of the $11.8 million 
requested for agricultural 
emergency operations in 
the country, only $2 mil¬ 
lion has been mobilized. 
That compares with the 
$14.5 million FAO has 
raised for neighbouring 
Niger, also hit by severe 
food shortages. 

“Donors are afraid of a 
repetition of the 2005 food 
crisis in Niger, when many 
people starved to death,” 
Fatouma Seid, FAO’s emer¬ 


gency operations expert, 
said in a statement. “In 
comparison, there’s less 
awareness of what’s hap¬ 
pening in Chad, although 
the situation there is just 
as critical.” 

The government of 
Chad and the internation¬ 
al community must ur¬ 
gently respond to this cri¬ 
sis. The same message I 
hear from men, women 
and children who I meet 
when travelling through 
this African country, is the 
same message I urge the 
world to hear: “Don’t for¬ 
get about the people of 
Chad.”

National Spelling Bee is be¬ 
ing held. Their message 
was short: Simplify the 
way we spell words. 

Roberta Mahoney, 81, a 
former elementaiy school 
principal, said the current 
language obstructs 40 per 
cent of the population 



from learning how to read, 
write and spell. 

“Our alphabet has 425- 
plus ways of putting words 
together in illogical ways,” 
Mahoney said. 

The protest- 
l cohort dis¬ 
tributed pins 
to willing 
passersby 
with its lo¬ 
go, “Enuf is 
enuf.

much.” 
Accord¬ 
ing to litera- 
re distrib¬ 
uted by the group, it

“We’re not looking to go

An umpire’s tears and ad¬ 
mission he blew a call failed 
to move baseball commis¬ 
sioner Bud Selig to award 
Armando Galarraga the per¬ 
fect game he pitched. The 
play and its aftermath 
quickly became the talk of 
the sports world and be¬ 
yond, even to the White 
House. 

Selig said Thursday that 
Major League Baseball will 
look at expanded replay 
and umpiring, but didn’t 
specifically address umpire 
Jim Joyce’s botched call 
Wednesday night that cost 
Galarraga the perfect game 
— 27 batters up, 27 batters 
down. No hits, no walks, no 
errors. 

A baseball official famil¬ 


iar with the decision con¬ 
firmed to The Associated 
Press that the call was not 
being reversed. The person 
spoke on condition of 
anonymity because that ele¬ 
ment was not included in 
Selig’s statement. 

Joyce said he erred on 
what would’ve been the fi¬ 
nal out in Detroit, when he 
called Cleveland’s Jason 
Donald safe at first base. 
The umpire personally apol¬ 
ogized to Galarraga and 
hugged him after the 
Tigers’ 3-0 win, then took 
the field at Comerica Park 
Thursday in tears. 

Tigers manager Jim Ley- 
land picked Galarraga to 
present Detroit’s lineup at 
home plate before Thurs¬ 
day’s game to set up the 
meeting with Joyce. They

shook hands, and the um¬ 
pire gave the pitcher a pat 
on the shoulder.

When eager Aaron is 
given a big corporate op¬ 
portunity to escort the re¬ 
lapsing rocker to America 
for a comeback concert at 
Hollywood’s Greek The¬ 
atre, the young exec is 
dragged into Snow’s late- 
night binges, spontaneous 
side-trips and the type of 
rabid partying that may 
recall lost memories from 
last summer’s surprise hit 
The Hangover. 


Like that film, Greek is a 
juxtapositional experience 
allowing audiences a peek 
behind the curtain at, not 
only the hedonism of the 
rock ’n’ roll lifestyle (espe¬ 
cially while in Vegas), but 
the emptiness that often 
accompanies it. 


Showing some interest¬ 
ing dramatic depth, 
Brand’s Snow remains 
charming enough even 
while he slips Aaron a po¬ 
tent medicinal cocktail or 
badgers him to shove a ball 
of contraband someplace it 
really shouldn’t go. 


As the film wears on, we 
soon realize there’s motive 
to the mayhem. 

Surprisingly however, 
the real scene-stealer is 
Sean “P. Diddy” Coombs, 
who plays the maniacal 
CEO who sends Aaron on 
his mission. 


Whenever he appears 
(and it is too infrequent), 
the proceedings amp up to

ize on a new opportunity. 

While Phil begins his 
new gig for an organic pet 
food company, Mar¬ 
maduke discovers that 
the canine playground he 
frequents is “like high 
school for dogs.” No kid¬ 
ding. 

The big mutt struggles 
for approval amongst the 
cliquey pups only to dis¬ 
cover that being “top 
dog” isn’t all its cracked 
up to be. 

While the story is ele¬ 
mentary at best and the 
more involved animation 
routine amongst other 
contemporary family fare, 
many younger kiddies 
will still giggle at seeing 


Marmaduke surf or hear 
the mutt’s affable voice — 
even if Wilson’s read is as 
bland as day-old kibble. 

However, most depreci¬ 
ating is that Marmaduke 
is such a forgettable, 
mass-produced money- 
grab aimed at capitalizing 
on the familiar brand of 
an American-syndicated 
icon.

Splice triumphant monster mash

Drawing obvious themat¬ 
ic and stylistic 
comparisons to the work 
of Canadian body horror 
icon David Cronenberg, 
fellow Canuck Vincenzo 
Natali’s Splice is a 
triumph of psychosexual 
science fiction. 

Like the best of Cronen¬ 
berg (Videodrome, The 
Brood, Shivers), the film 
manages to explore high- 
minded concepts of mad 
science and technology 
run amok while ground¬ 
ing them in warm, earthy 
— some might say 
uniquely Canadian — hu¬ 
manity. 

But despite its highbrow 
pretentions, Splice is also 


filled to the beaker with 
buckets of pulp trash may¬ 
hem; genre fans looking to 
wallow in blood-spattered 
camp will be more than a 
bit thrilled. 

Adrien Brody and Sarah 
Polley play lover geneticists 


who, after becoming scien¬ 
tist rock stars from creating 
DNA fused lifeforms, de¬ 
cide to blend human and 
animal genes for kicks and 
curiosity. 

The resulting beastie is 
Dren, a tadpole-by-way of 


H.R. Giger-esque female 
that becomes their surro¬ 
gate child and potentially 
career derailing secret. 

But as the rapidly aging 
Dren (played in adult form 
by French starlet Delphine 
Cheneac) grows into wom¬ 


anhood, many changes — 
most of them more lethal 
than hormonal — take ef¬ 
fect and their once treas¬ 
ured ‘daughter’ becomes a 
sexually volatile siren 
from test-tube hell. 

While ostensibly a crea¬ 


ture feature (Dren’s meta¬ 
morphosis goes from 
adorable to repellent, just 
like many a human lifes¬ 
pan), the greatest strength 
of Splice is its deft fast for¬ 
warding of the parenthood 
experience. 

Brody and Polley are ex¬ 
cellent, running the arc of 
proud mom and pop, to 
concerned guardians, to 
ultimately losing touch 
and fearing their off¬ 
spring. 

If the film has a few pac¬ 
ing flaws (there are per¬ 
haps one too many extend¬ 
ed sequences of Cheneac 
throwing a fit), Splice is 
just so blazingly weird, so 
perverse and compelling 
that you should forgive it 
any trespasses. 

With any luck, this intel¬ 
ligent, delightfully de¬ 
ranged monster mash will 
be the one that propels the 
incredibly talented Natali 
from cult hero to sci-fi sav¬ 
iour.

National storms the charts 


Indie act finds success on

One week after learning 
his band's new album be¬ 
came the second and third 
best-selling in Canada and 
the U.S., respectively, 
drummer Bryan 
Devendorf is still at a loss 
for words. 

“It’s weird,” he says. 
“We’re definitely not a 
mainstream band that 
would be thought of on 
the same level as Justin 
Bieber.” 

As he’s quick to point 
out, the new National al¬ 
bum, High Violet, did slip 
a number of spots in its 
second week of release, 
but Devendorf and his 
bandmates have a lot to 
celebrate after more than 
a decade together. 

The indie band’s profile 


has seen a significant rise 
over the course of five crit¬ 
ically acclaimed albums. 
Their last, 2007’s Boxer, 
was unavoidable in the 
music press and on televi¬ 
sion, where its songs 
graced every show from 
Chuck and Gossip Girl to 
Barack Obama’s campaign 
video. Despite this expo¬ 
sure, Devendorf still feels 
The National benefit most 
from grassroots exposure. 

“It’s word of mouth, but 
also with that encompasses 
the Internet, which helps,” 
he explains. “It could also 
be just perseverance, we’ve 
been doing this for ten 
years now. It’s like in poli¬ 
tics, you hang around long 
enough and then you can 
run for President.” 

Like any wise politician, 
The National haven’t 
changed many policies in 
the last decade. Meticu¬ 


lously co-produced with 
Peter Katis (Jonsi, Inter¬ 
pol), High Violet stays true 
to the Brooklyn band’s de¬ 
pendable model of evoca¬ 
tive and forlorn rock. Yes, 
they still sound depressed, 
a description that follows 
them like a bad smell. 


“People bring their own 
interpretations — they 
might be depressed them¬ 
selves or they might identi¬ 
fy with elements,” Deven¬ 
dorf says. “There is a lot of 
accuracy to that. But it’s al¬ 
so depressive in how black 
humour can be depressive, 


it’s not maudlin. It’s hu¬ 
morously depressive.” 

Devendorf feels the 
mood and sound of the al¬ 
bum may not sound like a 
big stretch from Boxer but 
it wasn’t planned that way. 
“While it’s still kind of or¬ 
chestral and lush, the al-

bum is a little more 
straightforward and the 
core songwriting is sim¬ 
pler. 

“We produce ourselves 
along with Peter Katis, so 
it’s kind of this team that 
does a similar thing,” he 
adds.

We have this sort of tic 
where the songs all start 
smoldering into this peak 
and become an epic thing. 
I think we might just try to 
write songs that don’t have 
verses and choruses. At 
least we say we will, but we 
probably actually won.’”

L ast week, Rolling 
Stone trotted out an¬ 
other of its 500 
Greatest Songs of All 
Time lists. The list is suspi¬ 
ciously similar (and for 
some stretches — includ¬ 
ing the top ten — com¬ 
pletely identical) to a list 
issued in December 2004. 

If you haven’t seen it 
yet, I’ll save you the trou¬ 
ble. Here’s the top five: 1. 
Like a Rolling Stone, Bob 
Dylan; 2. (I Can’t Get No) 
Satisfaction/Rolling Stones 
(Hmm. The top two songs 
mention “Rolling Stone”; 
3. Imagine, John Lennon; 
4. What’s Going On, Mar¬ 
vin Gaye; and 5. Respect, 
Aretha Franklin. 

Without question, these 
are fine songs. But in 
Rolling Stone’s view — a 
magazine mired in the 
’60s and ’70s — no one has 
been able to write a better 
rock song since John 
Lennon woke up one 
morning and plunked out 


Imagine before breakfast. 
That was 39 years ago. 
Even Homer Simpson was 
more progressive (Every¬ 
one knows that rock at¬ 
tained perfection in 1974!) 

The most recent song is 
Nirvana’s Smells Like Teen 
Spirit at No. 9. The rest of 
the list is dominated by 
the usual RS suspects: The 
Beatles, The Rolling 
Stones, Bob Dylan, Elvis 
Presley and The Beach 
Boys. 

If I were King of the 
Lists, my top ten would be 
substantially more ecu¬ 
menical. I’d include One 
from U2 (RS has it at No. 
36), Sweet Child O’ Mine 
by Guns ‘N Roses (No. 198), 
Radiohead’s Fake Plastic 
Trees (No. 385) and Killing 
in the Name Of/Rage 
Against the Machine — 
which inexplicably didn’t 
even make the cut, appar¬ 
ently so that 99 Problems 
by Jay-Z and Do Ya Think 
I’m Sexy from Rod Stewart 
could. 

I’d also make sure that 
London Calling from the 
Clash (RS’s No. 15) and the 
Sex Pistols’ Anarchy in the 
UK (No. 56) was in there, 
too. Zeppelin’s Kashmir 
should surely rank higher 
than No. 141. There’s no 
way you can’t have Bob 



The top two songs on Rolling 
Stone’s list of the 500 Greatest 
Songs of All Time mention 
“Rolling Stone.” Bob Dylan’s Like 
a Rolling Stone tops the list. 

Marley’s Get Up, Stand Up 
in any top ten, yet RS 
thinks it’s worth just No. 
302. And Nirvana can stay 
in the top ten. I might 
even argue for some White 
Stripes. 

And my No. 1? I’ve long 
maintained that the great¬ 
est rock song of all time is 
Won’t Get Fooled Again by 
The Who. Timeless so¬ 
cial/political commentary? 
Check. Energy quotient? 
Off the charts. Awesome 
scream? Maybe the best 
ever recorded. Does it still 
sound fresh? Absolutely. 
And where does Rolling 
Stone rank it? No. 134. 
Please.

albums When Jack John¬ 
son came off a tour with 
tales about life on the 
road, his father wasn’t in¬ 
terested in hearing about 
the celebrities he’d met or 
the fancy rock-star perks. 

Instead, he’d ask about 
the sights Johnson saw in 
Paris, or how the waves 
were in Australia. 

“All he ever wanted to 
hear about was the days off 
or if we went on a hike or 
something like that,” re¬ 
called Johnson. “He was 
more interested in seeing 
me do adventures that had 
nothing to do with being 
in front of people.” 

The 35-year-old Johnson 
— already known as per¬ 
haps the most laid-back, 
mellow rocker on Earth — 
is less interested in the pop 
world’s pomp and circum¬ 
stance since the death of 
his father, Jeff, last sum¬ 
mer and the birth of his 
third child. 

His new album, To the 
Sea, was recorded after his 
65-year-old father, who was 
a surfer like Jack, died of 
cancer. Johnson’s daughter 


was born a month later. 
(Her name, like those of his 
sons, hasn’t been revealed 
to the media.) 

Grappling with life’s 
transitions became a focal 
point. 

“The title track (is) a sto¬ 
ry about a father leading 
his son to the sea, so that is 
both my dad and me look¬ 
ing down at my kids,” he 
said. 


“I guess I’m at a turning 
point here. I’m having to 
find the father in myself 
now, and the album has a 
lot to do with that, trying 
to understand yourself, 
trying to lead your chil¬ 
dren to understand them¬ 
selves.

Ansari set to shine 
at MTV Movie Awards

The big question about this 
year's MTV Movie Awards 
isn't who is nominated but 
who is Aziz Ansari and why 
is he hosting the show? 

“I am a comedian. I’m an 
actor. And I can also get you 
a good deal on a brand new 
KIA,” explains Ansari, who 
is probably best known as 
the always-scheming Tom 
Haverford on TV’s Parks 
and Recreation. 

“I think they (MTV pro¬ 
ducers) were under the im¬ 
press I was a Jonas Brother.” 

Maybe so. Though it may 
also have been Ansari’s 
stand-up comedy, his work 
on the MTV sketch series 
Human Giant, and small 
roles in recent features like 
Funny People and Observe 
and Report that got him the 
gig- 

Truth is, the show’s rau¬ 
cous, anything-goes, live at¬ 
mosphere is a perfect stage 
for a comic used to surviv¬ 
ing on his feet. 

“I’m excited to do the 
show. It’s really a great 
honor,” says Ansari. “When 
you look at the previous 
hosts (which include Ben 
Stiller, Eddie Murphy and 
Sarah Silverman). I mean, 
it’s real good company to

thing more than a movie 
show. It’s ridiculous fodder 
to react to,” he says. 

“To prepare myself, I’m 
trying to get one with the 
audience. I’ve pasted a pic¬ 
ture of (Twilight’s) Robert 
Pattison on 
my ceil¬ 
ing and 
\ just 
1 stare 
1 at it.” 

Ansari 
says the 
best bits in previous years 
tended to be “moments we 
couldn’t possibly plan”. In¬ 
deed, one does wonder if 
the actually awards — 
which include such new 
categories as Best Badass 
Star and Best Scared-As-S—t 
Performance — even mat¬ 
ter at the end of the day. 

“Wait till you see some¬ 
one win the Best Global Su¬ 
perstar Award. They do 
matter,” Ansari insists.

The ineffable cool and razor- 
sharp stylings of interna¬ 
tional TV hit Mad Men re¬ 
minded the world just what 
a classic era the 1950s and 
1960s was. 

But for a certain type of 
person this came as no sur¬ 
prise. They are known as 
‘retro wives’ and they cher¬ 
ish the old times, the color¬ 
ful houses, black and white 
TVs, the outlandish cars, 
and values most 21st centu¬ 
ry women would see as, 
well, mad. 

Joanne Massey (aka Lola 
Lamour) lives in Birming¬ 
ham, north-west England, 
in a house that resembles a 
1950s time capsule, with a 
black and white TV, stone 
fireplace, over-bright deco¬ 
ration and posters of old 
films. 

“Everything modem just 
seems bland to me in com¬ 
parison. I couldn't imagine 
driving anything but my 
Ford Anglia,” she said in a 
blog dedicated to people 
known as “timewarpians.” 

She takes pride in being 
an “old-school housewife”, 
cooking for her husband, 
Kevin, and keeping the 
house immaculate. 

But Massey also holds 
three demanding jobs, in¬ 
cluding a successful singing 
career performing in 
wartime events across the 
country almost every week¬ 
end. 

“When I was young, I 
would watch all the old 
stars singing in the movies 
and dreaming that I could 
be like that one day,” said 
the timewarpian. 

Massey is not alone in 
her quest for the old days. 

Carmen Johnson is a 
retro artist and journalist 
who has been following the 
lives of people like Massey 
for years. She grew up in 
Miami in the 1970s but 
wishes she could have lived 
through the 1950s. 

“I feel I was bom in the 
wrong time. I like the ’70s 
but not as much as the ’40s 
and the ’50s, I love the ele¬ 


gance, the fashion and the 
music. But retro living is 
not only exterior but about 
old-school values. This 
world that we live in, every¬ 
thing is hectic, everything 
is in a msh and people stop 
having that communica¬ 
tion with each other,” she 
told Metro. 

Johnson dresses vintage 
most of the time. Her web¬ 
site called timewarp- 
wives.blogspot.com fea¬ 
tures everything from 
shopping tips to home 
cleaning advice and ideas 
to find the perfect job — all 
in 1940s and 1950s style. 

The artist says the thing 
people ask her the most is 
how retro wives live with¬ 
out today’s technology but 
most believe it is possible 
to combine the old and the

Virgin Fest takes a year 
off due to the economy

More than 70 million 
people have watched two 
of the world's biggest 
pop stars murder a 
restaurant full of people 
and slip into a sexy, syn¬ 
chronized dance routine 
amongst the dead bodies. 

While Lady Gaga and 
Beyonce’s nine-minute 
treatment for the song 
Telephone bears the rec¬ 
tangular red “explicit” tag 
on iTunes — where it sits 
comfortably as the No. 2 
most purchased video — 
it is hardly the most 
shocking video to come 
out in the past few 
months. But what is per¬ 
haps more shocking than 
any of the actual clips in 
question is that they were 
all made by women. 

In Christina Aguilera’s 
video for Not Myself 
Tonight, which is No. 3 on 
the iTunes videos chart, 
she plays a cussing domi- 
natrix, who covers her 
scantily clad body in what 
appears to be liquid 
leather and makes both 
the boys and girls go gaga, 
basically by going Gaga. 

Other recent controver¬ 
sial videos by women in¬ 
clude Erylcah Badu’s pub¬ 
lic assassination strip 
tease in Window Seat and 
M.LA.’s epically violent 
Born Free, in which the 
government rounds up 
redheads and executes 
them. 

Marketing strategist 
Rachel Weingarten 

worked with Aguilera at 
the dawn of her career, 



and says she is disappoint¬ 
ed by how derivative of 
Madonna and Lady Gaga 
the singer’s latest is. 
Weingarten also says 
these women are being 
controversial only to 
make money in a dying 
music industry. 

“What they’re trying to 
do is attract the audience 
that’s actually still buying 
electronics and still buy¬ 
ing any of these things, 
and that’s the young guy 
demographic, sitting in 
front of the computer and 
drooling over the video 
and actually spending the 
$2,” she says. 

Weingarten might be 
onto something: All of 
these videos were direct¬ 
ed by men. However, most 
of the women have spo¬ 
ken about their extensive 
involvement in the proj¬ 
ects. 

Badu, who was charged 
with disorderly conduct 
late last month after strip¬ 
ping in the spot where JFK 
was shot — she plead- ^ 
ed not guilty — says 
she thinks she 
was misun¬ 
derstood.

cancelled A dearth of 
available talent and con¬ 
tinued worries that con¬ 
sumers are cutting back 
have led to the cancella¬ 
tion of Virgin Festival con¬ 
certs across Canada, for at 
least this year. 

Shows were staged last 
year in Calgary, Toronto, 
Burnaby, B.C., Halifax and 
Montreal with big-name 
headliners including Nine 
Inch Nails, Pearl Jam, and 
the Black Eyed Peas. 

The festival had some 
logistical problems, in¬ 
cluding a change of venue 
in Toronto after slow tick¬ 
et sales for a show north 
of the city. And the head¬ 
liner in Halifax, the Tragi¬ 
cally Hip, cancelled at the 
last minute. The festival 
still went on as scheduled 
and was turned into a free 
show. 

A spokesman said the 
problems with last year’s 
shows didn’t kill the festi¬ 
val and the decision not to 
go ahead was just made in 
recent weeks. 

“Those kinds of things, 
logistics stuff, are not the 
kinds of things we really 
pay attention to because 
that’s pretty standard, 
every event comes with 
its own challenges and 
issues,” said Nathan 
Rosenberg, chief market¬ 
ing officer for Virgin Mo¬ 
bile. 

“The economy was 
a factor in deciding 
not to stage the 
shows this summer, 
as were scheduling 
conflicts with pre¬ 
ferred headline acts.

that we think provide tal¬

M.I.A. joins music's longtime battle with the press

music When M.I.A. posted 
the song I’m A Singer on 
her label’s website earlier 
this week, she was not on¬ 
ly escalating her feud 
with New York Times 
writer Lynn Hirschberg, 
she was also taking part 
in the peculiar tradition 
of slagging a journalist 
through song. The lyrics 
to I’m a Singer seem to be 
a direct response to last 
week’s New York Times 
Magazine article by 
Hirschberg, which the 
artist alleges was a mis¬ 
representation of her. 

On the same page as the 
song, M.I.A. placed audio 
clips of her interview with 


Hirschberg as proof that 
she was manipulated. 

As for the lyrics of the 
song, M.I.A. raps that “the 
story’s always f—ed by the 
time it hits/And why the 
hell would journalists be 
thick as sh--?/’Cuz lies 
equals power equals poli¬ 
tics.” 

If musicians have legiti¬ 
mate beefs with the jour¬ 
nalists who don’t tell their 
story accurately, they have 
the perfect forum to get 
the word out, but their re¬ 
sultant song needs to hold 
up to help their cause. But 
the problem with songs 
like this is that they age 
quickly. Look at some of 
these samples, and it’s 
clear how difficult it can 
be for listeners to find a 
universal truth to which 


they can relate after the 
news story blows away. 

Get in the Ring by Guns N’ 
Roses(1991) 

This paranoid rant is 
heavy on the use of specif¬ 
ic names and light on the 
quality control. Axl Rose 
taunts writers and editors 
including “Bob Guccione 
Jr. at Spin,” which is not 
exactly the most lyrical 
name to put into verse. He 
goes on to speculate that 
the younger Guccione 
dissed Gn’R because he’s 
jealous his Penthouse pub¬ 
lisher father has more luck 
with the ladies — an inter¬ 
esting, if not potentially li¬ 
belous, allegation. 

Sample lyric: “I got a 
thought that would be 
nice/I’d like to crush your 
head tight in my 


vice/Pain!/And that goes for 
all you punks in the 
press/That want to start 
sh— by printin’ lies/In- 
stead of the things we 
said.” 

A Letter to the New York 
Post by Public Enemy 
(1991) 

This one reads like an ac¬ 
tual letter, with Chuck D 
and Flavor Flav airing their 
grievances about a paper 
that at the time had been 
delivering “190 years con¬ 
tinuous of f-ed up news,” 
and how Jet magazine, 
which was supposed to be 
an ally to the group, ran a 
story about Flav assaulting 
his girlfriend, but instead 
of trying to get a statement 
from Public Enemy, just 
used a quote from the 
newspaper. 


Sample lyric: “Sorry, Jet 
you took the info straight 
out of The Post/Burned us 
just like toast/When it 
comes to getting your facts 
straight about P.E./Get 
your sh— correct.” 

Ballad of John and Yoko by 
the Beatles ( 1969 ) 

Although John Lennon 
wrote some timeless uni¬ 
versal songs about the hu¬ 
man condition, he also 
wrote a few overly autobio¬ 
graphical songs. The title 
alone should be a giveaway 
that this tune is one of the 
worst offenders. At least he 
comes across as comical af¬ 
ter three refrains of “the 
newspapers said.” 

Sample lyric: “The news¬ 
papers said/She’s gone to 
his head/They look just 
like two gurus in drag.”
